U.S. Anxious to Have Can- 
ada Agree to Changes 
in Treaty

Special to The Edmonton Bulletin 
OTTAWA, Dec. 6—The United 

States government has again ap- 
froached the Dominion for a revision 
of the anti-rum running treaty of 
1824. The Bulletin understands that 
Washington will concentrate on try- 
ing to get violation of American liquor 
laws, or conspiracy thereto, to be made 
an extraditable offence Along the 
St. Clair and Niagara rivers a clean- 
up is being made among crooked en- 
forcement officers on the American 
side, and in addition indictments have 
been taken out against prominent 
Canadian distillers. The indictments 
are creating considerable interest be- 
cause they cannot be enforced unless 
the accused cross into the United 
States, which they are not likely to do 
Under present conditions the United 


States cannot get extradition on 
them. Extradition is a reciprocal ar- 
rangement by treaty 

The original extradition arrange- 
ment was provided in the treaty of 
1842, and made specific in the treaty 
of 1889, and subsequent additions 


These treaties were between the Unit- 
ed States and Great ritain, and 
Canada subscribed to them. In 1924 
when the anti-rum-running treaty 
Was entered into between the United 
States and Canada directly, Washing- 
ton wanted offences against her liquor 
laws made cxtraditable, but Canada 
Geclined. In 1925 a supplmentary ex- 
tradition treaty was made between the 
two countries, adding narcotic crimin- 
als to the list of extraditable offen-/ 
ders. Again Washington wanter rum- 
runners and liquor dealers added, but 
without success 

The manufacture, sale and export of 
liquor is perfectly legal in Canada 
though illegal in the United States 
Extradition treaties apply to two 
ccuntries, and Canada is hardly likely 
to permit arrest and send to the Unit- 
ed States any Canadians who may be 
accused of breaking or conspiring to 
break American liquor laws, when the 
of which they are accused may 
tly legal in Canada. Some of 
the Canadians indicted by the United 


States authorities have property in 
the States. This property may be 
seized, as nations have sovereign 
rights over property within their 


boundaries The accused men, how- 
ever, are safe as long as they stay in 
Canada unless and until the Dominion 
agrees to make the offences extradit- 
able, which at present seems unlikely 
Expor of Canadian liquor to the} 
United States amounted to over $28,-! 
600,000 in the last twelve months, all 
of it legally exported from Canada,! 
but illegally imported into the United 
States |

Cuba, but Cuba passed laws prohibit- 
~ the export of liquor. Canada t& 
nlikely to pass any such laws, for 
apart from the parliament's disinclin- 
ation to do so, there would be the 
guestion as to whether they would be 
ultra vires. An embargo on exports 
right be imposed, but that would have 
to apply to all countiits, and the 
United States trade could not be sin- 


gied out for special treatment.
